COLUMBUS (UPI) - The 
Public Utilities Commission of 
Ohio Friday approved a 30 per 
cent curtailm ent program by 
Columbia Gas of Ohio but the 
commission also asked that the 
com pany’s parent firm further 
explain why Ohio has a gas 
shortage 
The com m ission acc ep ted 
Columbia’s plan to cutback by 
30 per cent the gas supplied to 
sm all industrial and com m er­ 
cial custom ers that use 200,000 
to one million cubic feet of 
natural gas a month. 
The company said it would 
inform consum ers of the exact 
size of the cutbacks in about 
two weeks. 
The commission will m eet 


Feb 1 for a public hearing to 
determ ine if the modified plan 
should be extended to the end of 
the w inter heating season on 
M arch 31. 
C. Luther Heckman, PUCO 
chairm an, asked Columbia offi­ 
cials Friday to explain why 
Ohio has a supply problem this 
winter. 
“Apparently, Columbia Gas 
of Ohio can only sell the gas it 
gets from its supplier and we 
should find out why it is not 
getting it,” he said. 
Heckman requested informa­ 
tion about the shortage from 
Columbia Gas System, Inc., of 
Wilmington, Del., the parent 
company of Columbia Gas of 
Ohio.

New York City only got four 
of the seven inches of snow 
predicted, as the snowstorm 
unexpectedly hit New Jersey, 
closing schools and stopping 
traffic.

BEIRUT, Lebanon (UPI) - 
The Arab League has ordered 
4,000 Palestinian regular sol­ 
diers to leave Lebanon within 
four days and told w arring 
factio n s to su rre n d e r th eir 
heavy guns or lose them by 
force. 
A four-country Arab truce 
com m ittee m et with President 
Elias Sarkis Friday and set 
Wednesday,

12, 
as

deadline for leftist, rightist and 
Palestinian groups to turn in 
their artillery, tanks and a r­ 
mored cars. 
A presidential communique 
said, “the com m ittee author­ 
ized the Arab deterrent forces 
to 
su p e rv ise 
the 
im ­ 
plementation of this decision 
and, if necessary, to raid places 
to seize all heavy weapons after 
the deadline.” 
The t,ruce comm ittee, includ­ 
ing representatives from Syria, 
E g y p t, 
Saudi 
A rabia 
and 
Kuwait, has worked for weeks 
to prepare both sides for the 
a rm s confiscation p ro g ram . 
Almost all the troops in the 
Arab League force are from 


Syria. 
Palestinian guerrilla groups, 
who fought the Syrians during 
the 19-month w ar, had argued 
they should be exem pt from 
turning in their guns under 
A rab a g re e m e n ts, but the 
com m ittee decision overruled 
their position. 
The com m ittee “emphasized 
the need for Palestinian regular 
forces 
to 
leav e 
L ebanese 
territory by the deadline,” the 
communique said, referring to 
the 4,000 men of the Palestine 
Liberation Army who entered 
Lebanon from Syria and Egypt 
during the war. 
The order did not apply to 
“irregular forces” — Palestini­ 
an guerrilla units. The PLA is a 
conventional arm y commanded 
by 
the Palestine Liberation 
Organization, but whose units 
are normally attached to the 
Syrian, Jordanian and Egyp­ 
tian arm ies.

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Carter Plans Tax Cuts, 
Rebates, Jobs Program 


PLAINS, Ga. (UPI) — A one­ 
tim e 
income tax 
rebate, a 
sp ecial 
paym ent to Social 
Security recipients, a perm a­ 
nent 
tax 
cut 
for 
low 
and 
m oderate income persons and 
program s to create 800,000 new 
jobs have been proposed by 


Jimmy Carter. 
The 
president-elect’s 
long- 
awaited program to stimulate a 
sluggish ecomomy 
was 
an­ 
nounced Friday amid much 
confusion and with few speci­ 
fics. There was no exact break­ 
down on how much of a rebate 
Street Beat:

Congress goes along with 
Carter’s plan. 
Carter gave only the barest of 
outlines. Even after his new 
chief 
econom ic 
adviser, 
Charles Schultze, explained the 
plan, many questions remained 
unanswered. 
One fact 
becam e 
clear, 
however: C arter’s two-year 
program of roughly $15 billion 
per 
year 
in 
tax 
and 
jobs 
programs will be aimed mainly 
at low income and lower middle 
income taxpayers. 
Congressional 
leaders who 
met with Carter appeared 
enthusiastic about the plan, but 
it looked likely that Congress 
would m ake a number of 
changes. Congress must origi­ 
nate any tax changes. 
Here is a basic outline of the 
plan, as presented by Carter 
and his advisers: 
—A one-time rebate of up to 
$11 billion, going both to tax- 


payers and to some groups who 
pay 
no tax, 
mainly 
Social 
Security recipients. 
Schultze 
said the rebate would amount to 
$100 to $200 for a family of four 
making $10,000. 
—A cut of about $4 billion for 
low and m oderate incom e 
families, to be brought about by 
allowing everyone to claim the 
maximum standard deduction 
of $2,400 for single persons and 
$2,800 for fam ilies. Under 
current law, a taxpayer may 
claim a standard deduction of 
16 per cent of income with a 
minimum deduction of $1,700 
for singles and $2,100 for 
couples. 
—A tax cut of $1 billion in 1977 
and $2 billion in later years for 
business. This probably would 
be accomplished by allowing a 
5 per cent credit on the Social 
Security payroll taxes paid by 
employers 
—A 
federal 
program 
to 
create jobs that would amount 


to $2 billion this fiscal year, 
which ends Sept. 30, and $5 
billion to $8 billion for fiscal 
1978. 
Schultze said the jobs pro­ 
gram would include: 
—Expansion of the publC 
sendee program from 300,000 
jobs now to 500,000 later and 
possibly to 600,000 to 725,000 
jobs in fiscal 1978 This would 
focus on “useful” jobs, such as 
conservation, 
national 
parks 
and urban clean-up. 
—Expansion of the public 
works construction program , 
now funded at $2 billion, by $2 
billion imm ediately with a u ­ 
thorization for an additional $2 
billion later. 
—Expansion of skills-training 
and job p lacem en t e ffo rts, 
aimed at placing in the private 
sector “hard-core” unemploy­ 
ment groups such as youth; 
disadvantaged groups such as 
m igrant workers and Indians; 
and Vietnam veterans.

breakthrough” in discussions 
leading to a new strategic arms 
limitation agreement. 
“I would hope we would make 
substantial progress before we 
would meet at a summit,” 
Carter said. 
He said Mondale would be 
dispatched on his world travels 
the first week after Carter’s 
inauguration, and would go to 
Germany, France, Great Bri­ 
tain, Brussels—headquarters of 
the North Atlantic Treaty 
Organization—and Japan.

been notified of his travel plans, 
but the President-elect also 
plans to personally telephone 
next week the world leaders he 
is sending his No. 2 man to 
meet.

‘T hey just opened up on 
him ," Miami Police Detective 
Ed Carberry said. 
He was 
struck by five bullets and died 
of "m ultiple wounds," police 
said.

Hazlett added: “The parent 
or legal guardian of an alien 
child under fourteen (14) years 
of age m ust fill out the address 
card for such a child in order to 
comply with the law.” 
He declared: "We have tried 
to make it as convenient as 
possible for non-citizens to 
m eet 
the 
ad d ress 
rep o rt 
requirem ents; and. in view of 
the serious penalties for willful 
violation, all persons subject to 
the address report law are 
urged to fulfill this obligation 
before the end of January." 
Hazlett advised: "Reporting 
is not difficult. The card with 
which to report may be ob­ 
tained from any post office or 
any office of the Immigration 
and N atu ralizatio n S ervice 
Any non-citizen who is ill may 
send a friend or relative to 
obtain the card for him .”

The 
woman, a cousin of the late Sir 
Winston Churchill, was raped 
during the robbery. 
"W e’ve got 
two of 
them 
identified and w e’ve got a 
massive m anhunt on for them 
all 
over the 
island,” Chief 
Inspector Oliver Grandison of 
the Jam aica police said Friday 
"It should be just a m atter of 
tim e until they fall into our 
hands. The two men we have 
identified are known crim i­ 
nals.” 
The victim of the attack 
Thursday was 
identified as 
Lady Sarah Roubanis, 55, the 
daughter of the ninth duke of 
Marlborough, a cousin of the 
late Sir Winston Churchill, and 
an heir to the fortune of US. 
ra ilro ad tycoon W illiam K 
Vanderbilt, 
her grandfather. 
Lady Sarah told UPI T hurs­ 
day night the men knocked 
down the door of her house at 
3:45 a.m ., held everyone in the 
building at gunpoint for an hour 
and ransacked the home, fin­ 
ding only about $85 in cash and 
some jew elry worth about $400. 
Lady Sarah said one of the 
men forced her onto a bed in a 
m aid's room at knifepoint and 
raped her. 
"There was nothing I could 
d o ,” she said 
“ W hen 
he 
finished raping me I got up and 
punched him in the face. My 
kist is still black and blue from 
it."

wounded Lady Sarah's house 
guest, 
identified 
as 
London 
fashion designer Michael Szell, 
who was taken to Montego Bay 
for em ergency surgery.

Ban On Nixon Tapes 
Distribution Asked 


WASHINGTON 
(UPI ) 
Form er President Richard M. 
Nixon's lawyers have told the 
Suprem e Court he objects to the 
"indignity" of having his White 
House conversations replayed 
at cocktail parties and other­ 
wise com m ercially exploited. 
The law yers asked the high 
court 
Friday to bar public 
distribution of the tapes that 
were used at the W atergate 
cover-up trial of his closest 
aides in 1974. The m aterial was 
turned over to trial Judge John 
J. Sirica after the issue had 
been fought to the Suprem e 
Court. 
About 50 separate reels of 
Nixon’s White House conversa­ 
tions were reproduced from the 
originals and 
portions were 
played to the jury. The parts 
not played still are confidential. 
Nixon’s Suprem e Court peti­ 
tion said the fact that the tapes 
had to be produced in court as a 
constitutional 
duty 
shouldn’t 
also mean they are available to 
private hands "to be played at 
cocktail parties and in satiric 
productions and to be exploited 
in any other fashion that may 
occur 
to e n te rp risin g and 
imaginative recipients." 
The tapes were sought by the 
three m ajor broadcasting net­ 
works, the Public Broadcasting 
System, the Radio-Television 
News D irecto rs A ssociation 
and 
a 
phonograph 
reco rd 
m anufacturer.

The US. Court of Appeals on 
Oct. 26 reversed a ruling by 
Sirica barring distribution of 
the tapes until the W atergate 
defendants had exhausted their 
appeals.

Last month, Murdoch took 
control of The New York Post, 
the city’s only m ajor afternoon 
daily newspaper, after paying 
publisher Dorothy Schiff close 
to $30 million.

agreed to end walkouts they 
staged earlier in the day to 
protest M urdoch’s attem pt to 
buy the company.

slowdown of gasoline, oil and 
other petroleum products. 
Grospiron said the two-year 
Gulf contract which affected

sented only 13 of the union’s 400 
pacts but was expected to pave 
the way for settlem ent with 
other oil firms. 
"W e're confident the break­ 
through with Gulf will set a

Growing Older

Blank Spaces Foul Up Medicare 


Many of us grumble and 
gripe about the long delays in 
the processing of our Medicare 
claim forms and some of our 
com plaints 
are 
justified 
because of inefficiency and bu­ 
reaucracy. But most delays, 
according to Blue Shield of 
Florida, are caused by the lack 
of sufficient information on the 
forms. 
In Florida, which is now my 
home state following retire­ 
ment in New York, 3,000 claims 
are received each day that 
can't be processed because one 
or more items on the Medicare 
forms were omitted or incor­ 
rectly documented. And, un­ 
doubtedly, the batting average 
for this delay is the same in 
other states. 
Seventeen 
per 
cent 
of 
Florida's population is 65 or 
older, and most are, generally 
speaking, as hep a group as in 
other states Filling out forms, 
though, poses problems for 
anyone — no matter his age or 
educational background. 
There are seven essential 
items of information you must 
provide if your doctor has given 
you an itemized bill to send in 
with vour claim form These 


Name: This should be the 
complete name of patient. 
Health 
Insurance 
Claim 
Number This appears on your 
red. white and blue Medicare 
card. It contains nine numbers 
and a letter suffix. Do not use 
your spouse’s number because 
each person has an individual 
number. 
Sex. Check male or female. 
Address: Include your zip 
code number. 
Phone number: If you have a 
phone, list the number. 
Describe the illness or injury. 
Indicate what the diagnosis of 
the doctor showed. Sometimes 
more than one doctor will treat 
you. You must list the diagnosis 
made by each doctor. 
Mark the box indicating 


whether your illness or injury 
was connected with employ­ 
ment. 
If you have other health in­ 
surance besides Medicare, in­ 
cluding Blue Cross and Blue 
Shield Complimentary cover­ 
age. include the name of the 
supplemental insurance 
Indicate the policy number of 
such extra insurance. 
Signature of patient for whom 
the claim is being filed. 
If all of Part 2 of the claim 
form (the bottom half, numbers 
7,8 and 9) is completed for you 
by your doctor or his office 
staff, a separate itemized bill is 
not necessary. 
If Part 2 (the bottom half, 
numbers 7, 8 and 9) is not com­ 
pleted for you by the doctor’s 
office, then you must attach 
itemized bills to your claim 
when you send it along. Make 
sure each claim contains all 
seven essential items. 
]n filing your own claim, at­ 
tach your itemized bill and 
make sure the diagnosis is the 
same as the doctor’s medical 
description of your illness or 
injur\r If you had X rays, indi­ 
cate the part of the body and the 
number of X rays taken; types 
of injections, if any; name of 
medication, and for laboratory 
tests, give specific description 
such as urinalysis, cholesterol, 
etc. You must list separate 
charge 
for 
each 
service 
received, as well as the date, 
location of service and name of 
specific doctor who treated you. 
Many 
doctors 
practice 
together. You must name the 
INDIVIDUAL doctor who took 
care of you, NOT the group or 
clinic name. In the case of other 
services such as ambulance 
and supplies, wheel chairs or 
crutches, you must give the 
name of the specific ambulance 
company or medical appliance 
supplier. 
If any of this important in­ 
formation is omitted from the 
M edicare form 
requesting 
paym ent, 
this 
will 
delay 


processing of the claim. Then 
telephone calls must be made 
or letters written to get the re­ 
quired information, since gov­ 
ernment regulations specify the 
claim cannot be paid unless all 
information is provided 
Parenthetically, my wife files 
our claims. She makes a carbon 
copy for our records, a valuable 
thing to do. Then we can ascer­ 
tain if the claim has been paid. 
And when a check is received, 
(unfortunately, too small a re­ 
imbursement in most cases) we 
jot down on our carbon copy the 
amount of reimbursement, date 
and number of check, etc., 
should we have to refer to it at 
some future time. 
In addition, most of us on 
Social Security should know 
about “direct deposit” service 
provided by both savings and 
commercial banks. Instead of 
the checks going directly to us, 
they can be mailed to the bank 
of our choice and deposited to 
our account. To arrange for this 
service, go to the bank and fill 
out Form 1199 and the bank 
does the rest. There are many 
advantages, not the least of 
which is not having to make the 
trip to the bank to deposit the 
Social Security checks. This 
also has cut down considerably 
on thefts of these checks. 
But a word of caution is in 
order: After making such ar­ 
rangements, if you change your 
bank, when filling out your new 
Form 1199. Social Security sug­ 
gests that you write in large 
letters on the form "CHANGE 
TO A NEW BANK.” That tells 
Social Security what you’re 
doing and they ’ll reprogram the 
com puter. If the com puter 
change is made by the 20th of 
the month, your next Social Se­ 
curity check should go to the 
new bank account. But to avoid 
a snafu, they also suggest 
keeping the old account open 
until you’re sure that the latest 
check has been deposited in 
your new bank. 
Washington Briefs

WASHINGTON — Here is a 
news roundup from the nation’s 
capital which was compiled by 
the chief of our Washington 
Bureau. 
MONDALE ROLE: You can 
forget all that talk about the 
important and special role to be 
occupied by Vice President­ 
elect Walter Mondale in the 
administration of 
President­ 
elect Jimmy Carter. 
Mondale will be relegated to 
the vague and am biguous 
position all vice presidents are 
consigned to under the Amer­ 
ican system of government. 
He has no real function, 
except in ease of the death or 
disability of the President. 
Word of what role he will 
really play in the C arter 
Administration came candidly 
from Mondale during an in­ 
formal discussion a few days 
ago with a small group of 
reporters representing news 
papers in his native state of 
Minnesota 
“My chief responsibility will 
be as his (Carter’s) advisor,” 
Mondale told the reporters. 
He will have a constuancy of 
ju st 
one 
person 
— 
the 
President, and will try to feed 
C arter 
inform ation 
and 
recommendations to influence 
national policy. Carter will be 
free to accept or reject the 
advice. 
During the campaign Mon­ 
dale said he would speak out if 
he disagreed with C arter 
policies. But in talking with 
reporters now he acknowledges 
this will not be the case 
“I can’t give private advice, 
and then speak out if he doesn’t 
accept 
my 
ad v ice,” 
said 
Mondale. 
C arter him self spoke of 
Mondale being his "chief of 
staff” and the “boss” of the 
White House. But he didn’t 
really m ean that literally, 
according to Mondale. 
From time to time he will 
carry out assignments from 
Carter, and when undertaking 
such missions it will fie un 


derstood he is speaking and 
acting for the 
President, 
Mondale explained. 
Despite the limitations of his 
office, Mondale expressed 
pleasure at the way things have 
gone so far. He said Carter has 
involved him in all the tran­ 
sition decisions, 
including 
selection of cabinet members 
ENIGMA: Reporters would 
be in trouble if all politicians 
were like Sen. S. I. Hayakawa, 
the 
70-year-old 
freshm an 
Republican from California 
who spent most of his life as a 
professional educator. 
After he took the oath of of­ 
fice to become a U.S. Senator, 
Hayakawa held his first press 
conference for W ashington 
newsmen. They peppered him 
with questions about his views 
on a wide range of issues he will 
be faced with in the Senate 
during the coming months. 
He turned all their sub­ 
stantive questions aside "You 
are asking me questions about 
a whole lot of matters I am just 
starting to think about,” he 
explained testily. 
“If all politicians required 
time to meditate and think 
about questions before giving 
answers, reporters would have 
little to write about in this town 
where the glib and superficial 
political response is a way of 
life.

mean the AFGE is prepared to 
wait for the incoming new com­ 
manders led by Secretary of 
Defense-designate 
Harold 
Brown. In effect, this AFL-CIO 
affiliate, which already has 
thousands of Pentagon officials 
and civilian employes signed 
up, is saying it might be better 
to wait and see if Secretary 
Brown changes conditions so 
that it won’t be necessary, after 
all, to sign up the Army, Navy, 
Marines and .Air Force en 
masse. 
Or perhaps it might be pos­ 
sible to leapfrog the mammoth 
chore of unionization and bar­ 
gain directly with the new 
brass. Then it wouldn’t make 
much difference whether or not 
there, were a series of private 
industry-type union recognition 
elections among the uniformed 
enlistees. 
It takes no covert operation to 
glean this. It’s all there in the 
union’s own reports. Such as, 
for example: 
“Should the Carter adminis­ 
tration 
radically 
redirect 
Pentagon policies which now 
threaten the welfare of military 
personnel, would the original 
interest expressed by the 
majority of military personnel 
dissipate to the point that it 
would not be reasonable for us 
to represent these personnel?” 


THERE ISN’T ANY report on 
who contacted whom m this 
transition-transmission chaotic 
town. But certainly, suddenly 
the word went out from top 
AFGE headquarters to their 
local officials to cool it at the 
military, air and naval bases. 
Apparently news reports of 
AFGE unionization drives 
simply 
uncorked 
another 
Niagara 
within Am erica’s 
armed forces. 
Tens of thousands of enlistees 
dramatically developed griev­ 
ances, quickly sougnt help in 
obtaining G1 educational bene­ 
fits and swiftly learned that a 
little pressure here, a little push 
there and you can get yourself 
assigned overseas to some 
installation with a golf course 
and sunny beaches attached. 
So the AFGE Executive 
Council 
began 
meeting. 
Instantly the AFGE high com­ 
mand saw what was gushing 
through the voluntary armed 
forces sluice gates In no time 
at all, civilian groups raced to 
its assistance. The Friends’ 
Military Counseling Service in 
some areas helped union or­ 
ganizers, for example. At one 


base the Friends marched with 
a banner with the legend “AFL- 
CIO.” Leaflets were distrib­ 
uted. Sign up was the message. 
Then the AFGE council 
began asking itself: “Can we 
adequately provide legal repre­ 
sentation to military’ personnel 
involved in general and sum­ 
mary court martials. Article 
XV (non-criminal discipline), 
and provide effective congres­ 
sional representation with the 
present staff resources at our 
disposal? 
“If not, how long will it take 
to evolve capabilities along 
these representational lines?” 
And the unions’ leaders asked 
themselves, “Do we have suffi­ 
cient dialogue at this point be­ 
tween those military personnel 
most deeply affected by or­ 
ganization and our own leader­ 
ship?” 
And, “Will our structure be 
one which integrates military 
personnel and civilians into a 
separate organization or an 
integrated organization?” 
Suddenly it all loomed like 
Mount Rushmore over a split- 
level ant hill. Would the AFGE 
have enough time, money and 
business agents to handle tens 
of thousands of military griev­ 
ances and still service its own 
locals who already are in 
battles — such as those with the 
Navy over contracting out and 
with the Bureau of the Mint 
over wage increases — for the 
civilian employes? 


IF THE AFGE organized a 
new affiliate of military men 
and women, how could these 
secondary soldiers, sailors, 
Marines and air people — inex- 
E 
erienced in labor tactics — be 
apt 
from 
reckless 
or 
politicized militancy which 
would overwhelm the regular 
AFGE? 
And what of the impact of a 
strike by amateur military 
unionists? 
Would 
this 
be 
sedition? Treason? Mutiny? 
So, the AFGE’s high com­ 
mand met and cooled it. In De­ 
cember the Executive Council 
instructed all AFGE local 
unions “to set aside any formal 
applications of membership” of 
military enlistees until many 
problems "can be satisfactorily 
addressed to this board when it 
meets again in February. It is 
the considered opinion of this 
board that we must adopt a pro­ 
gram which is detailed, specific 
and orderly — we have not yet 
developed such a program.” 
Actually the AFGE’s leader- 


ship will meet March 7-9. By 
that time they will know more 
of what Secretary of Defense 
Harold Brown believes. They 
plan to contact him or his 
deputy for manpower. Ob­ 
viously, this business of at­ 
tempting the unionization of 
hundreds of thousands of young 
military and naval personnel 
has gotten too big for the AFGE 
leadership. They do say that 
they won’t abandon the drive. 
But it seems to me they also 
are saying that Defense Secre­ 
tary Brown would make a right 
good business agent of the cam­ 
paign. 
So the pasting of the union 
label on soldier boys and girls is 
marking time. But the regular 
Pentagon officials aren’t at 
ease. Everything is under sur­ 
veillance. It may yet get out of 
hand.

Inspection is a 
mandatory practice for every 
piece of meat intended for 
human consumption. Trained 
inspectors, 
not 
graders, 
examine every 
animal 
and 
every carcass to insure that 
meat is obtained only from 
healthy animals and that it is 
processed under rigid stan­ 
dards for wholesomeness and 
sanitation.

graded until after it is in­ 
spected.

DEAR DR. LAMB - I am a 
woman, 23 years of age 
I 
have very bad varicose veins 
and have had for three years. 
This is very inconvenient 
since in the warm weather it 
is too embarrassing to wear 
shorts. and I can only wear 
dresses with leotards. They 
are so severe that surgical 
hose are not much help. 
My previous doctor said sur­ 
gery w as only for older 
women. My present doctor 
said if I want it done he’d go 
ahead with the operation; in 
fact he suggested it. 
What does the operation en­ 
tail? Are there scars left? Will 
the veins disappear, including 
the spidery ones as well as the 
large ones? Would you suggest 
that I continue to wear the 
s u rg ic a l hose a f te r th e 
operation? 
DEAR READER - The 
real answer to your question 
has to be based on the condi­ 
tion of your veins as deter­ 
mined by an examination. 
Your first doctor was right in 
saying that surgery is usually 
delayed until a woman is 
older. Why? Because a young 
woman in your age group may 
have one or more pregnan­ 
cies, and that will usually in­ 
crease the extent of the 
varicose veins. It is good to be 
able to correct the whole 
problem once and not have to 
do multiple operations. 
Your present doctor is 
probably right if your condi­ 
tion is really far advanced. If 
your superficial leg veins are 
so large that they do not con­ 
tribute anything to your 
venous circulation and they 
cause your legs to look un­ 
sightly, there may not be 
much to gain by delaying the 
surgery. Current thinking is 
that correction may even help 
prevent further changes. 
V a ric o s e 
v e in s 
a r e 
overstretched veins. You 
can’t correct them any way 


except by surgery You can 
minimize the leg swelling and 
help improve circulation with 
support hose, surgical hose or 
even elastic bandages, but the 
basic defect in the veins is 
still there. 
The operation is usually 
simple. A common method is 
to identify the veins to be 
removed, make a small inci­ 
sion at the top and bottom of 
each segment to be removed, 
then literally strip out the 
vein. There will not be long 
unsighty scars from ankle to 
hip. Smaller branches that 
can be identified are also 
removed. 
Usually the patient is allow­ 
ed to walk brief periods the 
first post-operative day, but 
elastic bandages must be us­ 
ed. The patient is not allowed 
to sit around with the feet 
hanging down. Elastic support 
to the leg is usually continued 
for at least two to three weeks 
after surgery. The sutures are 
commonly taken out in the se­ 
cond post-operative week. 
Small veins that connect the 
superficial veins with the deep 
ones that you can’t see may be 
involved, and these may 
become apparent after sur­ 
gery. These may then need to 
be injected with sclerosing 
agents or tied off. 
W hether you w ill need 
elastic support after recovery 
from surgery depends on the 
individual case. If you have in­ 
volvement of the deep veins as 
well, you may need to wear 
support hose.
